Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative summarized what Applicant views as his 
invention, and cited portions of the prior art that were considered relevant. Applicant's representative stated that 
Geiger is primarily directed to the old process of applying rules in a database to messages, and that it is implied that 
each rule is tested for each method. Applicant's representative further asserted that the cited portions of Hudson, while 
loading rules when a user logs on, do not show loading rules based on a condition that preclude other conditions. The 
Examiner disagreed, noting that, for example, the language of Claim 1 would encompass a user's logging on as the 
recited first condition, upon which other rules are loaded into the system's software. Applicant's representative further 
noted the claimed feature of rules based on templates; the Examiner directed Applicant's representative to the citation 
of Scannell, US 5377354, in the previous actions. Applicant's representative indicated that he would further consider 
the Examiner's interpretation of the cited art, particularly Hudson, and would further consult with Applicant. The 
Examiner suggested that he would consider entry of proposed amendments addressing the issues raised as noted 
herein. 
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
